•rill return it to the foreign office with 
his cunment, following which a tenta- 
tive reply will be formed. This also, 
will be sent to the batle headquar- 
ters of the kaiser. 


In official circles here great care is 


txercised to reserve all comment on 
ihe new note, although it is known 
that the friendly £one of the note, un- 
npeetod because of Bryan's refusal 
to sign it, caused general pleasure, 
ft is also known that Bryan's resig- 
aation if not considered here as a 
jerious menace to the situation,'and 
Jiat the situation in regard to the 
Uisitaaia affair is in no way changed.

nings Bryan lats night issued an ap- 
peal addressed to "German-Ameri- 
cans,"urging them to aid in main- 
taining peace between the United 
States and the Fatherland by exert- 
ing their influence with the German 
government to persuade it not to take 
any steps that would lead in the di- 
rection of war. 


With this statement Mr. Bryan ex- 


pects to end for the present his efforts 
;o lay betfore the public the situation 
which caused him to resign the port- 
folio of secretary of state. / 


Referring to German-Americans as 


'fellow citizens in whose patriotism I 
tave entire confidence," Mr. Bryan, 
lesides asking them to use their in- 
luence with the German government, 
urged: 


That they forget, never to be recall 


ed, any suspicion of lack of neutrality 
of friendship toward the German 
people on the part of the president of 
he United States. 


That they should not attempt to 


onnect 
negotiations between the 


United States and Germany with 
hose between the United States and 
Great Britain because "the cases are 
ifferent." 
That Germany should acquiesce in 
em and s that have been made by the 
Jnited States without condition trust- 
ng the "United States to dea justly 
with her in the consideration of any 
changes she may propose in the in- 
ternational rules that govern the tak- 
ing of prizes," growing out of sub- | 
marine warfare.

be justified, and suggested a change 
in the shipping laws to exclude pas- 
sengers from ships carrying contra- 
band or ammunition.

freshing to turn from the record of sin, 
as In the last lesson, to this record of 
sin forgiven and to hear the Spirit of 
the Lord through David tell of thk 
great blessedness. Nathan said to Da- 
vid, "The Lord bath pnt away thy sin; 
* • * bowbeit by this deed thoa hast 
given great occasion to the enemies of 
the Lord to blaspheme" (n Bam. ill, 
13, 14), and they have been •blasphem- 
ing ever since. There IB forgiveness 
for the sinner, but It la an awful thing 
to be a stumbling block In the way of 
others. It Is beautiful to read of such 
a sinner as David as "the anointed of 
the God of Jacob and the sweet psalm- 
ist of Israel." Tbe title, "God of Ja- 
cob," Is to me a most wonderful name 
and gives me great encouragement. 


As to the psalms of David; see bow 


n* gives God all the glory, "The Spirit 
of the Lord spoke by me, and His 
word was lu my tongue" (II Sam. xxiit, 
1. 2). There can be no doabt that tbe 
Lord wrote through, bjfe all tbe psalms 
attributed to him and many of tbo 
Others. Onr Lord Jesus spoke of him 
as writing the One Hundred and Tenth 
(Matt, xxii, 41-45).

Paul refers to 
our.present lesson aa eomlng through 
DcvW in Bom. IT, 5-8. This' to the 
second psalm beginning with the word 
"blessed," and It la a plnnr word 
meaning literally "Ob, the blessings." 
Spurgeon says that it means double 
jojs, bundles of happiness, mountains 
of delight. There can be no real bless- 
edness till we know our sins forgiven, 
and the gospel that does not proclaim 
the forgiveness of sins is not tbe gos- 
pel of God, for that gospel says, 
"Through this man is preached unto 
you the forgiveness of sins, and by 
Him all tUat believe are justified from 
all things" (Acts xili,38,38; Bom. 111,24). 


In verses 1, 2, 5, there are four dif- 


ferent words used concerning our guilt 
—transgression, sin, Iniquity, guile—and 
Dr. Adtuu Clarke soys that tbe first 
means passing a bonndory or doing 
what la forbidden; tbe second means 
missing a mark or not doing what Is 
commanded; the third means what Is 
morally wrong, contrary to equity; the 
fourth signifies fraud or deceit. To re- 
move these evils three acts are men- 
tioned—fcftglving, covering, iiot imput- 
ing. All are fully accomplished for us 
by tbe one great sacrifice on Calvary, 
and the benefits become ours wbeu 
with true pentltence we turn to Him. 
We may actually have the forgiveness 
and be without the joy because we do 
not rest on the assurance of His In- 
fallible word, for joy and peace come 
only by believing (Bom. XT, 13). If we 
do not acknowledge our sin and seek 
to cover our iniquity we will be In as 
bad a case as was Da-rid <veraes 3-5), 
bnt if. we confess onr sins He la faith- 
ful and just to forgive us our sins and 
to cleanse us from all unrighteousness 
(I John i, 9). Tbe riches of His grace 
lu this psalm are so exceedingly abun- 
dant that the little- we can ca'fl atten- 
tion to seems so poor we can only pray 
that the reader may by the Spirit see 
the ocean of fullness that Is here. Eph, 
1, 0, 7, are very precious words to me, 
beginning Mid onding with grace and 
Including acceptance, redemption and 
forgiveness.. The truly godly can never 
perish, but they may wander and need 
restoration (verse 6; M, 12; Jobn x, 28).

Text of the Lesson, Ps. xxxii Memory 


Verse, 6—CoW»n Text. Pa. xxxii, 1. 
Commentary Prsparsd by Rev, D. M. 
Stearin. 
It la certainly restful and most re- 


freshing to turn from the record of sin, 
as In the last lesson, to this record of 
sin forgiven and to hear the Spirit of 
the Lord through David tell of thk 
great blessedness. Nathan said to Da- 
vid, "The Lord bath pnt away thy sin; 
* • * bowbeit by this deed thoa hast 
given great occasion to the enemies of 
the Lord to blaspheme" (n Bam. ill, 
13, 14), and they have been •blasphem- 
ing ever since. There IB forgiveness 
for the sinner, but It la an awful thing 
to be a stumbling block In the way of 
others. It Is beautiful to read of such 
a sinner as David as "the anointed of 
the God of Jacob and the sweet psalm- 
ist of Israel." Tbe title, "God of Ja- 
cob," Is to me a most wonderful name 
and gives me great encouragement. 


As to the psalms of David; see bow 


n* gives God all the glory, "The Spirit 
of the Lord spoke by me, and His 
word was lu my tongue" (II Sam. xxiit, 
1. 2). There can be no doabt that tbe 
Lord wrote through, bjfe all tbe psalms 
attributed to him and many of tbo 
Others. Onr Lord Jesus spoke of him 
as writing the One Hundred and Tenth 
(Matt, xxii, 41-45). The apostles spoke 
of him as the author of the Sixteenth, 
the Second and others (Acts 11, 30, 31; 
iv, 25, 26; itii, S2-37). Paul refers to 
our.present lesson aa eomlng through 
DcvW in Bom. IT, 5-8. This' to the 
second psalm beginning with the word 
"blessed," and It la a plnnr word 
meaning literally "Ob, the blessings." 
Spurgeon says that it means double 
jojs, bundles of happiness, mountains 
of delight. There can be no real bless- 
edness till we know our sins forgiven, 
and the gospel that does not proclaim 
the forgiveness of sins is not tbe gos- 
pel of God, for that gospel says, 
"Through this man is preached unto 
you the forgiveness of sins, and by 
Him all tUat believe are justified from 
all things" (Acts xili,38,38; Bom. 111,24). 


In verses 1, 2, 5, there are four dif- 


ferent words used concerning our guilt 
—transgression, sin, Iniquity, guile—and 
Dr. Adtuu Clarke soys that tbe first 
means passing a bonndory or doing 
what la forbidden; tbe second means 
missing a mark or not doing what Is 
commanded; the third means what Is 
morally wrong, contrary to equity; the 
fourth signifies fraud or deceit. To re- 
move these evils three acts are men- 
tioned—fcftglving, covering, iiot imput- 
ing. All are fully accomplished for us 
by tbe one great sacrifice on Calvary, 
and the benefits become ours wbeu 
with true pentltence we turn to Him. 
We may actually have the forgiveness 
and be without the joy because we do 
not rest on the assurance of His In- 
fallible word, for joy and peace come 
only by believing (Bom. XT, 13). If we 
do not acknowledge our sin and seek 
to cover our iniquity we will be In as 
bad a case as was Da-rid <veraes 3-5), 
bnt if. we confess onr sins He la faith- 
ful and just to forgive us our sins and 
to cleanse us from all unrighteousness 
(I John i, 9). Tbe riches of His grace 
lu this psalm are so exceedingly abun- 
dant that the little- we can ca'fl atten- 
tion to seems so poor we can only pray 
that the reader may by the Spirit see 
the ocean of fullness that Is here. Eph, 
1, 0, 7, are very precious words to me, 
beginning Mid onding with grace and 
Including acceptance, redemption and 
forgiveness.. The truly godly can never 
perish, but they may wander and need 
restoration (verse 6; M, 12; Jobn x, 28).
